EUROPEAN CABINETS DISCUSS THE SITU- 
ATION AT PORT-AU-PRINCE, | 


The Government Version of the Recent Re- 
volt—German Influence in the Affairs of 
Austria—Salisbury’s Reply to the Brit- 
ish Trade League Deputation—A Day’s 
Events Abroad, 


Paris, June 20.—The Haytien Mintster here 

has received a letter from the Haytien Secre- 
tary Of State, dated from Port-au-Prince, 
saying that on Corpus Christi Day, May 28, 
President Hippolyte was attending the re- 
ligious services in the Cathedral of Port-au- 
Prince when a band of desperadoes, headed 
by an obscure general’’ named Sully- 
Gurrier, attacked the prison, forced open 
the doors and liberated the prisoners therein 
confined. 
, Gen. Sully-Gurrier and his band then started 
forthe presidential palace, hoping to sur- 
prise and assassinate President Hippolyte 
and the Cabinet Ministers. The latter 
promptiy mobilized the forces and soon 
managed to surprise the revolt. The leaders 
of the revolutionary movement were placed 
under arrest anda number of their accom- 
pices were also made prisoners. 

President Hippolyte led the attack upon 
the revolutionists on horseback, and in the 
midst of a hail of bullets gave proof of ex- 
traordinary courage. 

Rigaud was shot after convincing proofs 
had been furnished that he was not a French 
subject. The Secretary of State’s letter con- 
cludes with the remark that the country is 
new trangull and will remain so.’’

AN INCIDENT SHOWING THE STRENGTH OF GERB- 
MAN INFLUEXCE. 


VIENNA, June 20.—The practical surrender 
by Count Taafe to the German Liberals is 
viewed with considerable satisfaction in 
Berlin, as placing Austria in Une with Ger- 
many, not only in foreign alliance Dut also 
in Matters of domestic policy. Count Taafe 
had been preparing for the change ever since 
the May election and it wasin line with this 

Ole that an imperial decree was issued re- 

Loving the ban of martial law from Vienna, 
Wiener, Neustadt and Komemburg. The 

overnment has renounced its rights to in- 
stitute Gomiciliary searches, to confiscate 
looters and to order arrests without judicial 
warrant. It seems singular that one of the 
great European capitals should be for the 
past seven years under martial iw 
without people generally being aware of 
the fact. The reason is that the 
laws were nat interfered with and the peopie 
went about their business without tnterrup- 
tion. Only when some Anarchist or Socialist 
has been atte mpting a disturbance did mar- 
tial law step in to seize and get rid of 
him. The decree still exempts persons ac- 
cused of revolutionary offenses from the 
benefits of trial by jury, etc., so that there 
will virtually be mo change for such peopie, 
while ordinary citizens will be protected as 
before by the ordinary laws. An attache of 
the Austrian Embassy in Berlin said that the 
new departure tn Vienna meant that German 
influence onte more after many years has a 
preponderant place in Austrian affairs.

The Government, Lord Salisbury continued, 
would seize the earliest chance to deliver the 
country from these unfortunate engage- 
ments, but mot at the price of losing the 
valuable provisions of the treaties referred 
to.

} THE REGENT OF MANIPUR SENTENCED TO DEATH 


—OLD WORLD NEWS. 

CaLcuTtTa, June . — The Court of Inquiry 
which has been investigating the Manipur 
massacre has found the Regent to have been 
guilty of warring upon the torces of ithe 
Empress of India. But on the other band 
the court finds that the Regent was not guilty 
of the murder of Chief Commissioner James 
W. Quinton, British resident, F. st. C. Grim 
wood and the other British officials who were 
killed during the massacre. The Regent has 
been sentenced to death. 


IN MEMORY OF MAXIMILIAN. 

Orry or MExiIco, June 20.—The anniversary 
services in memory of Maximilian, Mejia and 
Miramon, who were executed at Cerro de Las 
Campanas just twenty-four years ago, were 
held yesterday before a large and aristocratic 
congregution of Mexicans. Mass was intoned, 
the church being hung with black with a sep- 
ulchral monument covered with black velvet 
rising between the naves. On one side were 
the golden letters M. M. M.—Maximilian, 
Miramonand Mejia. The ceremonies were 
conducted by Fray Isidro Camacho, assisted 
by Frays Casso Ochitrian and Francisco vi- 
ceno, While the music was under charge of 
Fray Climante Menessis. The services were 
concluded about noon. 


THE VENEZUELA FRONTIER. 

Loro, June 2.—It is stated that the 
Colonial Government of British Guinea has 
Gecided to maintain without compromise or 
concession the frontier known as Schonbs- 
vurg's line against either passive or hostile 
claims on the part of Venezuela. To concede 
the Venezuela claim would be to surrender 
the richest mineral districts in the colony, as 
wellas toabandon the posts com 
the emtrance to the Orinoco River and the 
Barimi and Amacura Rivers. It is certain 
that under no circumstances will the Vene- 
zuelan claims be allowed, although the Brit- 
ish Government would make some unim- 
portant concession to secure a definite settle- 
ment of the dispute. The mineral districts, 
which are the principal subject of con- 
tention, promise to be equal to any in Aus- 
tralia or California, and the parties oper- 
ating the mines are extremely anxious fora 
retention of English rule. 


FOREIGN GLEANINGS. 

The Republicans are more active than ever 
in Portugal, and one of their newspapers has 
been suppressed for the insolent tone of its 
attacks on the Government.

Two Locomotives Grapple in Deadly Em- 
brace—Cars Telescoped and Splintered 
~Names of the Dead and Wounded— 
How the Collision Occurred—Effects of 
Yesterday’s Deluge. 


New Ornteans, La. June 0.—The collison 
on the Illinois Central last night near Suave 
was caused by an open switch where a freight 
tram was sidetracked and was run into by 
the south-bound fast express. Four men 
were killed and six severely injured ; all train 
men. 

The mail train was behind and was running 
very fast when the accident occurred. 

When the passenger train dashed into the 
open switch there wasa mighty crash of the 
two great bodies together, the grinding of 
metal, hissing of escaping steam and pitiful 
shrieks of wounded men. The mall train 
consisted of a mall car, baggage, smoker, 
ladies coach and two vestibule sleepers. The 
mai) car ran on top of the two engines, tear- 

and smashing in the 
sides. The smoker was thrown off the track 
and the ladies’ coach partially derailed. The 
two sleepers remained onthe track and es- 
caped serious injury. . 

When the engines met the shock caused the 
freight train to break in two and the rear end 
was shoved back several hundred „ Six 
cars remained attached to the freight engine 
and were smashed to pieces. Three of them 
telescoped one apother, the nearest car to 
the engine being driven clear through the 
next two. There was nothing left of them 
but spiinters.

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THE NEW YORK LIFE 


Supt. Pierce Baffled in His Efforts to 
Straighten Out Affairs. 


BOOKS OF THE CONCERN BEYOND REACH 
IN BARCELONA, SPAIN. 


— 


Merzbacher Has No Intention of Return- 
ing to America— He and Partner 
Sanchez Busy With a Scheme of “Re- 
organization”—How Mr. Beers’ Son- 
in-Law Manages to Live in Luxury. 


New Yorn, June 2.—Notwithstanding 
Supt. Pierce may begin his task with the de- 
termination of uprooting every trickery 
which he may find in the vast interests of the 
institution his success has already been made 
impossible. The books in which have been 
kept all the entries of the business of the New 
York Life with the Centraland South Amer- 
ican States during the last twenty years can- 
not be reached by the State officials. They 
are in Barcelona, Spain, where Partner San- 
chez and Mr. Beers’ son-in-law are now en- 
gaged in ‘‘reorganizing’’ the business of the 
firm of Sanchez & Merbacher. 

Inquiry was made at the com g office 
concerning their books of transcript. it 
was stated that there were no such thing as 
transcripts of the records; that the depart- 
ment had returned to the company merely 
periodical statements of the business done 
by it, the policies written and the premiums 
paid. These matters are to be found only in 
the books ofthe firm. These books being the 
property of the firm and not of the company, 
itis doubtful in the extreme whether the 
State officials could compel their return to 
this country. 

WHAT THIS WITHDRAWAL MEANS. 

To understand what this withdrawal means 
itis sufficient for the public to appreciate 
that the part of the entire business of the 
company which the Spanish-American office 
represents is quite rcent. An investi- 
gation therefore of the New York Life affairs 
without these books will mean at the best 
only balf an inquiry and an absolute disre- 
gard of the department in which most of the 
questionable business bas been transacted. 

There was a statement made bya person 
familiar with all the details of this unfor- 
tunate business yesterday which is certain to 
open the eyes of the credulous policyholders 
who still believe that the present controversy 
is merely a squabble among discontented on- 
cers who are striving to oust Mr. Beers. It is 
that, despite Merzbacher’s cabled as- 
surance that he was going to return to this 
country and face his accusers, he will do 
nothing of the kind. There is the most 
authoritative assurance that not alone was 
Merzbacher’s departure from this country 
known to President Beers and other officers 
of the company, but that they actually paid 
his passage money and sent Merzbacher, 
Mrs. Niles and her daughter to London, 
where Mr. Merzbacher registered in his own 
name at the Langham Hotel. It is also cer- 
tain that it is to the interest of these same 
persons to keep Merzbacher out of this coun- 
try, and His return will mean nothing else 
than an ex of the methods of the New 
York Life which will go far in destroying the 
present system of governing its affairs. In 
addition to this, President Beers, while prac- 
tically an autocrat, might be deprived of his 
presidency by a combination between the 
Spanish-American policy holders and the 
discontented policy holders iff this country, 
as the proxies of the former which he now 
holds were originally given to Sanchez and 
might, in case of extréme aggravation, be 
withdrawn by him. 

LIVING IN GOOD STYLEZ. 

Some curiosity has been experienced as 
to how Merzbacher manages to live in ex- 
pensive style in London, when it is asserted 
by the company’s officers that he went there 
without a penny. An explanation given is 
that he not alone had a large amount of the 
money he took from his partner's share in 
the business, but he was carefully looked 
after by his friends tn the home company, 
who did not care to see their former associate 
in want. There have been statements made 
by the officers of the company and they were 
repeated yesterday, that they had no kKnow- 
ledge of Merzbacher’s antecedents or any 
matter which was in any sense derogatory to 
him. These assertions are not borne out by 
the fact that for years before Merzbachber had 
charge of the Spanish-American department 
the company had in its employ numerous 
confidential agents, one of them President 
Beers’ brother-in-law, whose business it was 
to keep up a continuous system of 
upon other employes. Mr. Merzbacher and 
Mr. Sanchez were made special subjects of 
this system, and it is asserted by a@ present 
employe of the company, who was in the 
Spanish-American department before 
transfer to Barcelona, that not alone 
President Beers Know all about them 
other officers of the company did also.

New Yoru, June 2.—The Gasa Grand Im- 
provement Co. of New York is soon to pres- 


ent its petition tothe new land court estab- | 


lished by the last Congress to determine the 
title to 6,700,000 acres of land in Arizona. It 
isan old Spanish claim andthe estimated 
value ot the land involved is between $8,000, - 
000 and $10,000,000. At the expense of $4,000,- 
000, 800 acres of the grant can be trrigated, 
which will make the total value about 100, 
000,000. This petition will probably be the 
first business to come before the land court, 
which has not yet been organized, but which 
will soon organize and will be in working or- 
der. 

The history of the Gasa Grand, or ‘‘Peral- 
ta Grant, as it is called, is a very interest- 
ing one. It involves all the elements of 
chance discovery, successful search and 
strange as well as the questions of 
Federal and international law. The Gasa 
Grand Improvement Co. (limited) of Arizona, 
which has been organized three or four years, 
has a capital stock of $1,000,000. The officers 
of the company are: James 8. Addison, Pres- 
ident; Gen. H. M. Porter, Vice-Presidet; J.

They make the broad statement that 
he issued a circular ordermg all letter car- 
riers throughout the United States to have 
their uniforms made in Baltimore, and that 
„dere in St. Louis the order was working a 
very grievous injustice upon the letter car- 
riers, masmuch as it was compelling them to 
pay more money to the Baltimore 
frm for thelr uniforms than they 
could be purchased for right in this 
city of the same color, shade and quality of 
goods. In view of this fact the local carriers 
believe they have excellent grounds for pro- 
test against the Postmaster-General’s action 
in the matter. 
A PECULIAR CIRCRLAR. 
Investigation of the ‘‘letter-carrters’ 
kick’’ to-day reveals a rather peculiar state 
of affairs. The Postmaster-General has not 
positively commanded tetter-carriers to 
order their uniforms from the Baltimore 
bouse, Dut he has come strangely near 
doing it. He has incorporated m- 
structions to zthat effect in an official 
circular in such a way as to easily misiead 
the Post-office employes, and it has already 
had that effect. Inthe official circular issued 
from Washington and signed by Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker relative to the subject of 
uniforms there comes directly after Wana- 
maker s name the following postcript:

Bicycling in London. 

Henry George, ir, in the Boston Globe. 
One of the most notable things in English 
streets and, roadways ts the common use of

streets, these London streets in their 

seem to the New Yorker a marvel of 
perfection. They are for the most made 
of asphalt, laid on a cement , or of 
aan 
eoated over as . 

Over these streets the heaviest teaming is 
done. One sees enormous vans that would 
require four horses to draw with ear-racking 
noise through an American city except Wash- 
ington, easily end quietly drawn over the 
London streets by two horses. With such a 
roadway it is a matter of little time and of 
pleasant exercise to ride from a homeina 
suburb tothe heart of the city. 

Boys in untform are stationed along the 
busy thoroughfares to keep them clean, and 
to scatter gravel in slippery weather. 

The American who has a fancy for Dicy- 
cling is in England struck with the cheapness 
of the machines m comparison with Amert- 
can machines of the same grade. For m- 
stance, a thoroughly serviceable Rudge ma- 
chine, one of the best makes, is sold for £10 
($50), which In the United States, owing to 
tariff, would cost Sies or more. 

But nothing ts more certain than that, as 
stated by the largest of American Dicycie 
makers some pears ago, if the tarif! were 
taken off bicycles and the things that go into 
the making of bicycies, the American ma- 
chines would quickly clear the English ma- 
chines out of the English market. 

Not only do we make more kinds of ma- 
chines, but there is more grace, higher finish 
and better equipment to American machines. 

Experience seems to show that the large 
pneumatic tire is, for popular use, a failure. 
Its Uability to injury makes it too expensive, 
and the cushion tire is gaining on It. 

Bat there are many English cyclers who 
think that the increased hill work and the 
greater danger of sliding in slippery places 
more than counterbalance the advantages 
which the cushion possesses over the oid 
style solid tire. 

At any rate an immense number of 
solid tire machines are continuing to be 
made and sold. But what is most wanted 
here as well as everywhere else, is cheap al- 
uminum. With that metal reduced tothe 
price of steel, a machine could be made that 
would have but a third of steei’s weight. 

An average roadster of say 45 pounds would 
be reduced in weight to B pounds, and a 
pound racer to eight. Riding then wouid 
sureiy seem like flying.

The new so-called Congress he created by 
such processes to lend the counterfeited 
stamp of legality to his rule, represented 
nothing but his bayonets, and its acts, 
like his, have been animated by hostility 
to every feature or safeguard of free gov- 
ernment. 

While we recognize his dictatorship as 
the government de facto of Chili, it is not 
consistent with a fair and sincere neutral- 
ity to treat it as the government de jure 
also, as we doin refusing to proclaim our 
recognition of the belligerents’ rights of 
the populous provinces and the powerful 
army and navy supporting the rights of 
Congress. If we care nothing for the pre- 
servation of free government in Chili, we 
should as least be willing to mitigate the 
horrors of a civil war when we can do so 
without sacrificing any public interest.

PENDING suits for the recovery of exces- 
sive tariff taxes paid by importers under 
erroneous tariff pulings are likely to trans- 
fer twenty or thirty millions from the 
Treasury to the pockets of men who have 
no equitable right to the money. The law 
is faulty when money illegally collected 
from the people, but paid by them in good 
faith forthe support of the Government, 
can be recovered from the Treasury by 
anybody but those from whose pockets it 
was taken. While an importer’s over- 
taxed goods are still in his possession, he 
and no one else is entitled to recover the 
excessive tax paid by him. But when he 
has mage the buyers of his goods stand the 
loss, the law which permits him to recover 
it again fromthe Treasury makes him the 
beneficiary of a great injustice to the pub- 
lic, and Congress should make haste to 
amend the law in that respect. To leave 
itasitisisto put an immense premium 
upon a form of robbery that has attained 
formidable proportions already: Zeal for 
protection, combined with the facilities 
alforded by the new customs administra- 
tion law, will enormously increase the 
erroneous Treasury rulings illegally tax- 
ing imports unless Congress amends the 
law.

DISREGARDED LAWS 


Some City Ordinances to Which no At- 
tention Is Paid. 


THE UNFULFILLED OBLIGATIONS OF COR- 
PORATIONS GIVEN FRANCHISES. 


How Mayor Noonan Fails to Comply With 
the Strict Letter of the Veto Provision 
of the Charter—The Ordinance on Vital 
Statistics—Ordinances in Regard to 
Painting Telegraph Poles. 


The charter and revised ordinances of St. 
Louis, not inclnding such laws as have been 
passed since 1887, take up about eight hun- 
dred pages of a closely printed book, which 
is supposed to contain all of the laws govern- 
ing the city, and which is supposed to be the 
rule whereby the city officers are directed. 
Most of the laws are there, but many of them 
are ignored. Beside the laws applying di- 
rectly tothe good government of the city 
there are hundreds of ordinances duly passed 
by the Assembly and approved by the Mayor, 
which do not appear in this municipal bible, 
and which are observed or ignored 
as may sult the pleasure or convenience of 
those persons or corporations in whose inter- 
ests they were made and passed. A very off- 
hand and somewhat superficial inspection of 
the city laws was madeandthe violations 
great and small noted. Some of them began 
years ago and some are of recent date, yet 
the aggregation shows that only such rules 
and laws that suft the powers that be are 
observed and enforced. The rest are ignored 
and those whose duty it is to enforce them do 
not see it. 

To begin at the top of the list with a case 
which, tf nota violation of the law is cer- 
tainly a strange and unprecedented depar- 
ture from them. 

THE CHARTER ON VETOES. 

The charter in sec. 23 says as to vetoes:

All the Mayors of St. Louls down to Mayor 
Noonan construed this as meaning that when 
they approved of a bill they were to sign it 
and when they did not approve of it they 
were to withhold their signatures and send it 
beck to the house. This was the custom 
when a bill was approved and 
When it was not 
was not signed. 
the same way until the Branham-Jobnson 
gas dill came up. On the last day the Mayor 
announced that he had vetoed it; when it 
came down it bore his signature, Dut im front 
of the word approved he wrote in ink the 
word not.“ It was a departure from all 
known customs, but as it was not a plain 
violation of the law it passed and ever since 
Mayor Noonan in vetoing bills has signed 
them and then written the word not in 
front of the approved. 

Two or three years ago the city fathers took 
acraze on sidewalks, which in justice to 
them it must de said was «a good one. 
They established a district dounded by the 
river, Twelfth street, Clark avenue and 
Fränzun avenue. Within this dis- 
trict the city fathers said al the 
side walks must be of granitoid, and if not of 
granitoid of something equally as good, the 
relative goodness to be decided by the city. 
Whenever this law was not observed,the city 
was authorized to put down the sidewaik and 
charge the same against the property. Unlike 
most laws it was enforced against, all 
citizens, the excenp- 
tion being the city. Around the 
City Hall,which is within the limits, is an old 
and ragged brick pavement, and around the 
court house is one of fags which do not ft. 
Everybody else was forced to comply with the 
law. Thecity was the only violater of its 
own enactment. 

The charter makes laws which can only be 
changed by a vote of the people, and to de 
changed must get three-fifths of all the 
votes cast at the election to which the change 
is submitted. In consequence of this these 
charter provisions are looked upon with more 
than common respect by the city omcials and 
employes. 

Sec. 6, art. 4 of the city charter says:

It 
exempts no one, not even those elected to 
office. Under the same head no one can 
paste or nail to telegraph poles, fences or 
houses bills, tickets or such. The candidates 
in election time ignore this. 

Sec. 92 makes it a misdemeanor to 
‘*stand or loaf around or about or at street 
corners, or other public places inthe day or 
night time.’’ It also makes profane language 
in pudlic places punishabie.

ONE MORE VICTIM. 


Mrs. Geoffroy Dangerously Injured by 
Tuesday's Lightning Stroke, 


SHE WAS THE “UNKNOWN LADY” .RE- 
MOVED IN A PRIVATE CARRIAGE. 


Struck and Burned, Her Limbs Partially 
Paralyzed and Hearing Destroyed—Her 
Mind Wandering To-Day—Consultation 
of Doctors Called Frightened Anew by 
Last Night’s Storm. 


The stroke of lightning that killed little 
Sadie McArthur in Forest Park last Tuesday 
claims another victim heretofore unreported. 
Mrs. Josephine Geoffroy, wife of Nicholas G. 
Geoffroy, living at No. 3716 Cote Brilliante 
avenue, is now lying in a precarious condi- 
tion at her home from the effects of the bolt 
that fell with such dreadful effect on the little 
picnic party huddling for shelter in the For- 
est Park outhouse. Mrs. Geoffroy’s right 
arm and leg are partially paralyzed, her 
hearing in the right ear is destroyed, for the 
past two days it is said her mind has been 


-| Wandering, and she bears upon her breast, 


shoulder and side severe burns inflicted by 
the lightning. She has never left her bed 
since being brought home immediately after 
the storm and fatal thunderbolt of Tuesday 
and Drs. DcElroy and Johnson of 366 Evans 
avenue have been in constant attend- 
ance upon her. 80 serious 18 
her condition as reported this morning 
that a formal consultation of physicians is to 
be held during the day to consider the advis- 
ability of a change of treatment of her some- 
what puzzling case. The electric storm last 
night is said to have had the effect of making 
Mrs. Geoffroy worse, recalling as it did the 
terrifying scene in Forest Park. 
AN UNREPORTED VICTIM. 

It will be remembered that immediately 
after the passing of the storm last Tuesday, 
amidst the panic and hurry and confusion 
of the scene around the Forest Park out- 
house, an unknown lady, known, however, 
to have been among the i injured, 
was placed inacarriage by her friends and 
hastily driven away. Her name was not 
given to the police, nor was there ever any 
report of the case made. The unknown lady 
was Mrs. Geoffroy, and the silence main- 
tained as to her share in Tuesday’s tragedy 
was at her own request, she dreading the 
publicity of figuring inthe sad affair as one 
of its victims. Mrs. Geoffroy was accompa- 
nied by her little 6-year-old daughter, and by 
her neighbor, Mrs. Watson of No. 4718 Cote 
Brilliante avenue, with her three children, 
None of the others of this little party 
were injured, and all returned 
home in the carriage in which the uncon- 
scious Mrs. Geoffroy was placed. The lady's 
condition has proved so serious since that 
time, however, that the secresy sought to be 
thrown around her case has not been main- 
tained, and for the past two days her danger 
has been a subject of considerable neighbor- 
hood discussion. Learning of this hitherto 
unknown victim of the Forest Park storm a 
PostT-DIsPaTcu reporter this morning called 
upon Mrs. Geoffroy’s mother, Mrs. Perringer 
of 3729 Cass avenue, for the particulars of the 
case. Mrs. Perringer stated that the family 
were averse tomuch publicity being given 
to the affair, but furnished the required in- 
formation. 

Jam greatly alarmed about my daughter's 
condition, shesaid. ‘*She seems to have 
received lasting, if not dangerous injuries 
from the stroke of lightning. Her right arm 
and log are paralyzed, and she has almost 
completely lost her hearing. After the first 
rally from the shock she appeared to be get- 
ting along nicely, but two days ago her mind 
began to wander, and she is at times obliv- 
fous of her surroundings. She has grown 
worse instead of better, and I am 
distressed to death about her. As soon 
as she was brought home last Tuesday, Dr. 
McElroy, our family physician, was called in, 
and since that time he and his partner, Dr. 
Johnson, have been in constant attendance. 
She has been able to talk of the accident at 
intervals, but she really knows very little 
about it as she was knocked senseless by the 
shock, The doctorsareto hold a consulta- 
tion over her case to-day. 

MRS. GEOFFROY'S EXPERIENCE. 

Mrs. Watson of No. 3718 Cote Brilliante 
avenue, was next seen, and she told the 
story of Mrs. Geoffroy’s experience in the 
Forest Park storm. She had just returned 
from a visit to that lady.

In a moment 
we were drenched through and through, and 
Mrs. Geoffroy said she was going to run for 
shelter to the house where the others had 
gone. I begged her not to do so. I was not 
afraid of the lightning, but Iwas of the rain 
and water, which was running in a perfect 
flood between us and the out-house. Mrs. 
Geoffroy went, however, with her child, and 
I tried to keep myself and children under the 
tree. I found it impossible todoso. After a 
Mttie while we were standing knee-deep in 
water. and the rain and wind 
were so strong that I actually feared 


| my children would de blown to the ground 


and drowned. Such a thing would have been 
quite possible. So at last I made the run for 
shelter tothe rest of the party. My oldest 
daughter got tothe out house, but before I 
did so the flash of lightning struck it.

ENCOURAGING TO MINE-OWNERS. 


An Increased Output—St. Louis Properties 
Improving. 

Last night R. B. Linton of Denver arrived 
in the city and is at the Lindell. Mr. Linton, 
who is connected with a number of the larg- 
est Colorado smelters, said: The prospects 
for the summer are better than they have 
been since 1886, and the output for the year 
promises to be exceptionally large, certainly 
the output for the summer will be. The ore 


is now coming down in great quantities from 
| the high mountain camps. Owing to the un- 
precedented snowfall during the late spring 


nearly all of the roads to the more remote 
camps were blocked and shipments were 
impossible. The miners were, therefore, 
set to work on developments, and the conse- 
quence now is that an unusually large 
amount is being taken out, and that the 
smelters have all they can attend to. The 
benefits of the snowfall have largely ex- 
ceeded the losses incident to it, in that a 
better system of mining has in many cases 
been enforced. The curse of the small mining 
camps is the fact that the mine owners have 
generally required their superintendents 
to turn out enough ore every month to 
meet expenses, with the result that no 
scientific dead work could be done. With the 
stoppage of the trails all chances of shipment 
were cut off and the owners were compelled 
to put up the money for wages. This has 
been nearly universally employed in properly 
developing the mines, and the result is now 
being felt in a largely {ncreased output. An- 


other source from which much silver has 


been derived is the old dumps. With 
silver low thése could not be worked at 
a profit, but at the present figures 
hundreds of thousands of tonsof ore that 
have been regarded as worthless are yielding 
a fair return. A great many mines that were 
abandoned have been reopened, and will be 
actively operated. A number of st. Louis 
properties that have been considered value- 
less are looking up, and the prospects are 
that they will prove very profitabile.’’
